Ottt — and controlled by a keun musi- 
cal Intelligence, It can be readily seen 
rtiiat this initial advantage Is never

nerer for a moment leads her, into 
any excess, that she_never yields to 
the temptation of making- an e/fect 
for the effect's sake nlone. is amplo 
evidence of the inherent artistic bal- 
ance of her musical make-up.
